The Crow’s Nest apres 
ment was in existence when the Railway Act was 
passed. It was ignored by the act and afterwards 
by the Commission; which fixed rates below those 
provided in the act when conditions seemed to 
warrant, and afterwards fixed rates above those 
provided in the aet, also when conditions seemed 
to warrant. ‘The agreement did not prevent the 
general adjustment of rates either down or up by 
the Commission in the past, and will not in th 
future, unless it is established as a binding con 
tract by ill-advised parliamentary action. 

The present tendency of railway rates 
downward. ‘Today the railway compans objects 
to being held to the terms of the agreement, To 
morrow, with a further downward tendeney of 
rates, they may invoke the agreement to prevent 
reductions below its terms, such as were made by 
the Commission before the war, When the com 
pany is willing to abrogate the agreement is the 
time for the country to get rid of it; not to fasten 
it more firmly around the neek of the whole West 
but more especially of the Far West. The 
way Act enforced by the Railway Commission un 
der the authority of Parliament is the true 
“Magna Charta’’ of the West, in regard to trans 
portation.

A report from E. H. Strickland, 
entomologist in charge of the cam-

“The recent dry weather has re- 
sulted in @ very rapid hatching of 
Grasshoppers throughout the infes'- 
ed portion of the province. The de- 
mands for poisoned bait are go great 
that, though there are nearly two 
hundred mixing stations now operat- 
ing in the province, each of which 
can turn out about two tons of the 
prepared bait, «it has been found 
necessary at some of them to put on 
a night shift to cope with the de- 
mand, , 
| “Gratifying reports of the rapidity 
| with which the bait has held out- 
| breaks in check have been received 
}from many localities, though some 
| disappointment has been expremed ‘7 
| some districts where the season has 
been exceptionally jhot. @ry and 
windy, that respite the fact that 
enormous numbers of the pest have 
been killed (by tthe bait, they are 
moving wo rapidly into the @rain that 
severe damage continues, 

“This is due to several causes. bi: 
mainly to the fact that under such 
conditions it is dmpossible to keep 
the bait mols for many minutes after 
it hae been meattered. The tema!! 
Sramhoppers feed very Vttle on bait 
after it is thoroughly dry, even 
though later in the season they wil! 
take the dry ‘ait, empecially when 
it contains galt. In such cases re- 
peated applications of bait may be 
necessary till the majority of the pest 
have been exterminated. 

“Despite the hot days the nightu 
have been cold and the sTamhoppers 
are not feeding to any extent unt!! 
comparatively iate in the morning 
with the result thet much of the bait 


that thaw been ecattered goon eftcor 
sunrise has drieq out before eeeding 
begins. When @ eoil ig moist anid 


the nights are warmer, the early ap- 
plications give the best results, but 
under existing conditions, a greater 
killing will be obtained Jf the jbart 
is scattered between 6:80 and nine 
in the morning when the hoppers 
have begun to feed, but have not 
scattered extenaively. Bait appiled 
later in the day dries out so rapidly 
that its effectiveness is quickly Jost, 
and any that is applied in the even- 
ing when the grasshoppers are feed- 
ing very little, is almost entirely 
wasted, i 

“Though it has been recommended 
that the salt formula be @iven a trial 
in all districts in order that the ex- 
pense of the campaign may be re- 
duced wherever gmossible, there ara 
many districts in which the farmers 
are afraid that it may not be effect- 
ive and they ure still using nothing 
but “he ynore expensive |moflasses 
formula, This is unfortunate since 
in several places the @alt bait has 
| proved as satisfactory in every way 
as the anolasses and !ts use is greatly 
| reducing the cost of control in those 
{ 


districta. In the province of Man!- 
toba, Where an extensive campaign 
H has been conducted for ithe past three 
years, mo gnoleaes /has been used 
since 1919 and the grasshoppers have 
been practiaally exterminated ove: 
large areas by the sole use of thu 
bran sawdust and salt formula, It 
| is therefore urged that this material 
be given a more genera) trial, Ta 
all cases the molasses can ‘be reduced 
j}to one gallon and the ealt éncreased 
to five pounds per hundred without 
effecting the value of the bait. 

“The reoent rains will greatly in- 
crease the effectiveness of the bait 
since it will retain its moisture for 
a considerably longer meriod and the 
hoppers will #catter less rapidly 
{hrough the flelds, 

“We have found in former yeers 
Yhat when the hoppers are tha:f 
frrown, they @re more etrongly at- 
(tracted to malt erd that they wi! 
ffeed more extensively on sawdust 
Wor this reason a further economy 
qcan be practiced namely that of re- 


\lucing the bran and increasing tne 
@awdust in the bait. Recent experi. 
mente, conducted in a district where 


dhe majority of the hoppers were 
|already in the second stage, showed 
| that aa large numbers were killed by 
a bait composed of 1-8 bran and 2-3 
sawdust treated with salt and aree- 
nic as by the more expensive 60-50 
formula containing molagses, We 
would recommmend that this also be 
tried in every localiey and when it 
fa found to give satisfactory resulis 
that iti be used to reduce still further 
the heevy expense in connection with 
controlling the grasshoppers,”
